MR. WINSTON SPENCER CHURCHILL 
In a recent number of THe Critic was published a likeness of the 
American Mr. Winston Churchill. In the present number, I take 
pleasure in publishing a portrait of the English Mr. Winston Churchill, 
whose mother, by the way, is an American. This Mr. Churchill, 
whose full name is Winston Leonard Spencer Churchill, is a son of the 
late Right Honorable Lord Randolph Churchill. He is an officer in 
the English army, and has seen active service in foreign countries. ) 
He has published two books, ‘‘ The Story of the Malakand Field 
Force, 1897,’’ and ‘‘ Savrola, a Military and Political Romance.’’ : 
Now his publishers, Messrs. Longmans, Green & Co., have ready 
“** The River War : an Account of the Recovery of the Soudan.’’ The 
book is in two volumes, and describes in military detail Lord Kitch- 
ener’s recent campaigns. In describing the battle of Omdurman, the 
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author writes from his own point of view—that of -an officer serving 
with the Twenty-first Lancers. While the names of the American and 
the English Churchill are so much alike, it will be seen by those familiar 
with the features of the author of ‘‘ Richard Carvel,’’ that the likeness 
does not extend to their faces. Both, however, are young men, the 
American having been born on the 1oth of November, 1871; the Eng- 
lishman, on the 3oth of Noveinber, 1874. The former is a graduate 
of the United States Naval Academy, the latter of the Royal Military 
Academy at Sandhurst.

Mr. Morgan Robertson, a volume of whose sea stories is announced 
by the Century Company, is, or was, a real sailor. He left off follow- 
ing the sea after ten years or more, to become a watch-maker—a curious 
fancy for a man of his tastes. He mastered the trade, however, only 
to give it up, and finding that his sea yarns were by way of being ap- 
preciated, he intends giving all his time to literature; and well he may, 
for he not only knows how to tell stories, but he has stories to tell, 
which is an excellent combination.

MR. CHARLES NEUFELD IN PRISON GARB 


After correcting the proof-sheets of his book, ‘‘ A Prisoner of the 
Khaleefa,’’ an unpublished chapter from which will be given in the next 
issue of THE Critic, Mr. Charles Neufeld left London to visit his rela- 
tives in Austria. Mr. Neufeld set out from Cairo in 1887 on a trading 
expedition to Kordofan, but was betrayed by his Arab guides into the 
hands of the Dervishes, and carried by his captors to the Khaleefa of 
Omdurman. There he was thrown into prison, loaded with fetters, 
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led out for execution, and threatened with instant death unless he 
would embrace the tenets of Mahdism, but was spared for reasons of 
the Khaleefa’s owh, and kept a close prisoner for twelve years. Mr. 
Neufeld’s estimation of the Khaleefa is that he is clever within limita- 
tions, but cruel to the verge of brutality. He denies the familiar ver- 
sion of Gordon’s death. The information which he collected among 
Gordon’s people gives a really accurate account of everything that 
happened. According to this new testimony it is found that Gordon 
died fighting against terrible odds. One of the illustrations for the book 
shows a group of the survivors of Gordon’s party. In the centre of 
these is an aged chief, who is declared to have been beside Gordon as 
he fell. After his book has appeared Mr. Neufeld intends to deliver a 
series of lectures in England. He speaks English quite fluently, with 
only a slight German accent.

The rumor that Mr. J. M. Barrie had parliamentary ambitions and 
was going to stand as candidate for one of the divisions of Lanarkshire 
pro@es to be false. It has, however, had the effect of giving Mr. Barrie 
a great deal of gratuitous advertising, and, also, of giving Mr. L. F. 
Austin an opportunity to be very amusing in the columns of Zhe ///us- 
trated London News. He goes down on his knees, metaphorically 
speaking, to implore Mr. Barrie not to take this fatal step. ‘‘ Is he,”’ 
says Mr. Austin, ‘‘ dazzled by the dignity of the ‘M. P.’? Does he 
think it worth while for the author of ‘ The Little Minister’ to exhibit 
himself on platforms and spout the conventional twaddle of party 
politics, to open bazars, to address a few sympathetic words to a 
mothers’ meeting? Are we to read in a local journal that Mr. Barrie, 
M.P., gave a short address to a Dorcas society, and that one of the 
Dorcases created no little amusement by exclaiming, ‘ Eh, but he ’s 
just a wee bairn himsel’’’? Such a plea might have moved Mr. Barrie 
to reconsider his political aspirations, if he had any, but now it seems 
that he had none, and that Mr. Austin might have been spared the atti- 
tude of supplication.

Two new story-writers have come up out of the West—one, Mr. 
Booth Tarkington, whose ‘‘ The Gentleman from Indiana,’’ ran in the 
pages of McClure’s Magazine before being published in book form, the 
other Mr. William R. Lighton, whose ‘‘ Sons of Strength,’’ a romance 
of the Kansas border wars, is about to be published by the Doubleday 
& McClure Co. This, I believe, is Mr. Lighton’s first novel, but he 
has written short stories that have attracted attention in the magazines. 
The manuscripts of both of these novels were accepted on their merits, 
and not because of the fame of their authors, which goes to prove the 
truth of Mr. Crittenden Marriott’s argument in the July number of 
Tue Critic, that new writers have quite as good chances as old. 
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Mr. Stuart Robson’s perform- 
ance of ‘* The Gadfly,’’ a travesty 
on Mrs. E. L. Voynich’s popular 
novel, at Wallack’s Theatre, was 
anything but satisfactory, as the 
judicious might have expected. Mr. 
E. W. Rose’s dramatization was 
no more like Mrs. Voynich’s story 
than Mr. Robson’s acting was like 
tragedy. At the end of the perform- 
ance, on the first night, Mr. Robson 
made a little speech, which was in 
the very worst taste, as he spoke 
most discourteously of the lady 
whose creation he had distorted to 
the verge of caricature.

MRS. BISHOP IN MANCHU DRESS 








Mrs. Isabella Bird Bishop is, I am told, a small woman, and yet 
she has the courage of a giant. In her ‘‘ Unbeaten Tracks in Japan,”’ 
which is still an authoritative book on Japanese affairs, she related 
adventures that would make the stoutest heart quail, and again in her 
forthcoming volume, ‘‘ The Yangtse Valley,’’ she tells of experiences, 
any one of which would turn my hair gray. It seems that she still 
travels in unbeaten tracks, where she is an object of curiosity and of 
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detestation to the natives. She not only carried powerful letters with 
her to Chinese officials, but she was never without a revolver in her 
pocket or in her hand. Mrs. Bishop is no longer a young woman, 
having been born in 1832, which would make her now about sixty- 
seven, and yet she has the courage of her early prime and an equal 
zest for adventure. No wonder that English societies delight in add- 
ing their initials to her name. She is F.R.G.S. and Hon. F.R.S.G.S. 
of England, and an honorary member of the Oriental Society of Pekin. 
She began to travel at the age of twenty-two. For eight years she 
travelled in Asia and again, later, for five years more. She has visited 
this country and written a volume on ‘‘ A Lady’s Life in the Rocky 
Mountains.’’ She is still travelling and writing. 


Miss Lilian Whiting is not only a writer of books, but she is one of 
the best known of American women journalists. Although Miss 
Whiting is always associated in 
one’s mind with Boston, she was 
born in New York State, at Niag- 
ara’ Falls. For many years she 
has made her home at the Hotel 
Brunswick in Boston, and there 
she lives surrounded by her books 
and objects of art. Among the 
latter are a bust of Victor Hugo, 
given her by the sculptor, Rodin 
the great; the clasped hands of 
Robert and Elizabeth Browning, 
given her by Miss Harriet Hos- 
mer, who took the cast in Rome 
in 1853; and a photograph of one 
of Rosa Bonheur’s paintings with 
the autograph of the painter, who 
gave it to her, attached. Miss 
Whiting has two books now in the 
press of Messrs. Little, Brown & Co.—‘* Kate Field: a Record,’’ and 
‘* A Study of Elizabeth Barrett Browning.”’

At last, William Blake, the poet artist, is to receive recognition be- 
yond the mere collecting of his books and paintings by the knowing 
ones. ‘This memorial, which has been paid for by artists and writers 
rather than the general public, has taken the form of a marble and 
bronze bas-relief of Blake’s familiar ‘‘ Death’s Door,’’ with a medal- 
lion of Blake from a portrait by Phillips. Dr. Richard Garnett, late of 
the British Museum, has written an appropriate inscription, and the 
memorial has been erected in the Central Lambeth Library. Blake 
lived in Lambeth for many years, and it was there that some of his 
most original work was done. 





MISS LILIAN WHITING 
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The first calendar for 1900 to make its appearance is issued by 
Messrs. D. Appleton & Co. It is the ‘‘ Mansfield Calendar’’ with 
pictures of Richard Mansfield’s favorite characters, ‘‘ a few quotations, 
and some good wishes.’’ The cover represents this clever actor as 
‘“Cyrano de Bergerac.’’ The frontispiece is an etching from the 
photograph that was reproduced in the November, 1898, number of 
Tue Critic. Theatrical calendars seem to be the most popular nowa-

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MR. SIDNEY COLVIN 


Mr. Sidney Colvin was born at Norwood, Surrey, June 18, 1845. 
He was educated at home and at Trinity College, Cambridge, where he 
was Chancellor’s English Medallist in 1865, and where he graduated 
as third in the first class of the Classical Tripos in 1867. He was 
elected a Fellow of Trinity College, in 1869; Slade Professor of Fine 
Arts, 1873 (re-elected 1876, ’77, '82, and ’85), and appointed Director 
of the Fitzwilliam Museum, Cambridge, in 1876. Having been ap- 
pointed Keeper of the Department of Prints and Drawings in the 
British Museum in December, 1884, Mr. Colvin resigned the direction 
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of the Fitzwilliam Museum at that date, and the post of Slade Pro- 
fessor, in January, 1886. He is a member of the German Archezologi- 
cal Institute, and Corresponding Member of the Historical Society of 
Maine, U.S. Since 1867 he has been a frequent contributor, chiefly as 
a critic and historian of art and literature, to the Portfolio, Fortnightly 
Review, Cornhill Magazine, Nineteenth Century, Edinburgh Review, Mac- 
millan’s Magazine, and other periodicals. In addition to contributing 
to periodical literature, he is author of the following books: ‘‘ Children 
in Italian and English Design,’’ 1872; ‘‘ Landor,’’ in the ‘‘ English 
Men of Letters’’ series, 1882; ‘‘ Keats,’’ in the same series, 1886. 
He has also edited ‘‘ Selections from the Writings of Walter Savage 
Landor,’’ 1884, and as Mr. R. L. Stevenson’s literary executor, is 
editing that writer’s letters for Scribner's Magazine, and will be his 
authorized biographer. 
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A ‘‘ devoted subscriber’’ to THE Critic, who has spent the past 
summer in Western New York, sends me these interesting notes con- 
cerning ‘‘ David Harum ’’: 


‘“‘ It was my good fortune to meet a native and former resident of 
Homer, the ‘ Homeville’ of ‘ David Harum.’ She told me that the 
descriptions of scenery were of Casanovia, but many of the characteris- 
tics of the place were undoubtedly those of Homer, and David Harum 
could be none other than Mr. Harum of her town, a trifle idealized. 
She said, laughingly: ‘ It was my father to whom he sold, not one balky 
horse, but a span of them; and more than once has my father sat in 
his carriage before his door-yard waiting for those horses to get ready 
to walk in.’ (I learned later that her father was a shrewd deacon. ) 
The egg incident is true to the very letter, having happened in Bing- 
hamton rather than Newport, at the home of a wealthy young friend 
who resembled the John Lenox of the book. While travelling in the 
west with this young man Mr. Harum ordered a great stone man from 
a stone-cutter. They brought the image east with them, and in the 
dead of night buried it in a field near Cardiff. A season or two later a 
well was ordered to be sunk in that spot, and the wonderful Cardiff 
Giant, or petrified man, was unearthed. We can imagine David’s 
manceuvrings to persuade the owner that he needed a well just there. 

‘* The real David was no banker, but he had a thousand schemes 
for making money besides horse-dealing. Mr. Harum’s wife was a fine 
woman, who lived some eight or ten years after her marriage. After 
her death, her mother, who was Edward Noyes Westcott’s aunt, kept 
house for Mr. Harum. It was in making long visits with this aunt that 
Mr. Westcott learned his hero so thoroughly. 

‘“‘In driving through Homer one day, the ‘Harum Place’ was 
pointed out to me. The house is two stories, white, built in the 
colonial style, an L on the right, with a piazza brightened by hanging 
baskets. This L has another one at right angles, a series of additions 
running way to the back of the garden.”’

Mrs. Ruth McEnery Stuart, who is one of the most popular of 
living American story-writers, will publish through the Century Co. 
“ Uncle Riah’s Boarders, and Other Stories.” 
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by J. C. Dingham 


Mr. Eden Phillpotts is the author of ‘‘ Children of the Mist,’’ one 
of the half-dozen most popular novels of the day. When one considers 
that ‘‘ David Harum ”’ and “‘ Richard Carvel,’’ ‘‘ The Day’s Work,”’ 
and ‘‘ No. 5 John Street,"’ are in this half-dozen, he can judge of the 
success of Mr. Phillpotts’s story. Mr. Phillpotts was born in India in 
1862. He was destined for the Church, but not feeling that he had a 
‘‘call’’ in that direction, he decided for business, and at the age of 
seventeen left Devon for London, where he entered an insurance 
office, studying for the stage in his moments of leisure. He soon found 
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that he had no greater ‘‘ call ’’ for the stage than he had for the Church, 
so he took up literature, and after ten years in business he has given 
himself up entirely to the writing of books. If all that he writes is ac- 
corded the reception given to ‘‘ The Children of the Mist,’’ he will 
do well to continue in literature.

A rumor that Pierre Loti had offered his services to the Queen of 
Spain was very generally credited at the beginning of the late war. 


Loti himself deniés any such intention on his part, and in his recent 
book, ‘‘ Reflets sur la Sombre Route,’’ says: 





M. PIERRE LOTI 


‘* I went by Behobie, instead of going direct to Irun, because a story 
had got about that I was going to Madrid to ask for the command of a 
privateer. Yesterday, some honest fellows who had sailed with me 
formerly came and asked to be part of my crew, and in the evening 
some young Spaniards waited for me at the Irun station to thank me 
for offering my life for their country. So, to avoid the thanks which 
are not my due, Icamethrough the fields. . . . This offer was all 
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a legend as far as I am concerned, and, I much fear, a senseless dream 
for those who would try it; in these days of electricity and swiftness one 
would have to equip an impossible privateer which would go twenty 
knots at least. Without that it would be useless to interfere.”’ 


The Queen-Regent received Loti and thanked him for coming. 


‘* These thanks ’’ [says Loti] ‘‘ embarrassed and pained me, as had the 
welcome I received at Madrid, because I knew I did not merit it, be- 
cause I had, alas! no means of proving my devotion to a cause which, 
nevertheless, was so dear to me; a stranger here, bound by the laws 
of neutrality, I had not even the right to offer my life, like the most 
obscure Spanish soldier.”’

THE DEWEY ARCH, MADISON SQUARE, NEW YORK 


The prompt action of the National Sculpture Society in erecting a 
handsome triumphal arch, though only of ‘‘ staff ’’ instead of marble, 
and of the Mural Painters’ Society in helping to decorate the line of 
march, has saved the Dewey celebration from being a mere parade of 
vast numbers of soldiers and citizens. No finer site for the arch could 
have been found than the crossing of Broadway and Fifth Avenue on 
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the west side of Madison Square. Yet the very fact that the arch 
would. be in full view, on either side, along two lines of sight crossing 
one another at a sharp angle made the problem a peculiarly difficult 
one. Mr. C. R. Lamb, the architect, has overcome this difficulty by dis- 
tinctly marking the Fifth Avenue route as that which leads directly to. 
the arch. This is, we believe, the principal purpose of the double row 
of twin columns, which, having the same proportions as those that 
decorate the angles of the piers, lead the eye to the arch and show un- 
mistakeably that it stands athwart Fifth Avenue, while the spacing of 
the pillars is such that the arch can be freely seen from any point of 
view. This is only one of several questions arising out of the site; 
and if the arch, as it stands, appears simple and inevitable, it is be- 
cause many problems have been successfully solved in planning it. 


As a matter of course, Mr. Lamb and his co-workers, the sculptors 
who so generously volunteered to decorate the arch, have taken hints. 
from older structures of the kind. . But it is not correct to say that the 
arch is a copy of the Arch of Titus, or of any other triumphal arch, 
Roman or French. Its general appearance is like that of the Roman 
arch named, but it has a transverse passage, and the piers are decorated 
with composite pillars on the sides as well as on the front. The dis- 
position of the principal groups of sculpture against the piers and the. 
motives of these groups remind one somewhat of the Arc de 1’ Etoile, 
and the statues of our naval heroes on the pediment occupy positions. 
similar to those occupied by the figures of the soldiers of Napoleon on 
the Arc de Triomphe du Carrousel. Mr. J. Q. A. Ward’s Victory on. 
the summit is, frankly, a restoration of the Victory of Samothrace. 
But no one can fail to see that the arch and its sculptures are as origi- 
nal as they are satisfactory to the eye. I wish I could believe that 
there is enough public spirit and appreciation of art in this city to en- 
sure their being made permanent. But, while citizens and officials. 
have been willing to let the artists make them a gift of the temporary 
arch, we doubt if either will defray the cost of a permanent monument. 
The more honor is due the committee, Messrs. Ward, Bitter, J. De 
Witt Warner, Charles R. Lamb, and F. Wellington Ruckstuhl—and the. 
twenty-eight others who have contributed of their work to the arch. 


The readers of THE CRITIC may be interested to know that Mr. M. 
H. Spielmann has begun a series in the columns of Literature, entitled. 
‘** Thackeray’s Unidentified Contributions to Punch.’’ The series is. 
unillustrated, but when published in book form, as it will be, by 
Messrs. Harper & Brothers, it will contain reproductions of between 
thirty and forty drawings from Punch. In the three articles on this sub- 
ject by Mr. Dickson, published in the columns of this magazine, he gave 
forty of Thackeray’s illustrations, the authenticity of which I believe 
was not disputed by Mr. Spielmann. Mr. Dickson had identified eighty 
or more by the sign of the specs familiar to all readers of Punch. 
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The life of Mme. Sarah Bernhardt, by M. Jules Huret, from which 
extracts were printed in the September number of THE Critic, has 
been translated into English, and is published by the J. B. Lippincott 
Co. with all the French illustrations and M. Rostand’s introduction. 
It is an entertaining and curious book.

A new Balzac volume is issued by Messrs. Hardy, Pratt & Co. 
It is translated by Miss Katherine Prescott Wormeley and has never 
before been put into English. The book is called ‘‘ The Personal 
Opinions of Honoré de Balzac,’’ and is taken from his correspondence 
and miscellaneous writings, and preceded by the address delivered by 
M. Ferdinand Brunetiére, at Tours, on the occasion of the Balzac 
Centenary. 
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One of the most interesting books that has reached my desk in some 
time is the catalogue of the Gluck Collection of Manuscripts, etc., in 
the Buffalo Public Library. This catalogue not only records the very 
valuable and interesting manuscripts collected by Mr. Gluck, but it 
quotes many of the letters and poems. Among the former is one from 
Nathaniel Hawthorne to his publisher, Mr. James T. Fields, dated 
Lenox, June, 1851, in which the novelist writes, ‘‘ I should be glad of 
a certificate of deposit for $50 as early as possible.’’ Fifty dollars was 
a good deal of money to an author in 1851, even though that author 
was a Hawthorne. To-day it is a small item, and would also be small 
to the author of ‘‘ The Scarlet Letter,’’ whose books increase in popu- 
larity with the years.

On the subject of the pecuniary rewards of literature, the exploiting 
of which has, no doubt, done a good deal to increase the guild of 
authors, an author writes to the English Author to say that he has 
written twenty-six books, none of which has been a literary failure, but 
only one of which could be called a financial success. ‘* My best 
year,’’ he says, ‘‘ in fourteen years of literary life gave me £380, and 
a good lump of that was for revision work. My last two years gave 
me £180 and £151. Yet most men imagine I make £600 or £700 
a year, and I think the editor of this paper (who will know my name) 
must acknowledge that I stand among the first fifty of fiction-writers, 
if not higher than that. £711 for three years’ work is not good pay, 
and none of the trade will call it good.’’ And yet look at the number 
of recent successes. Even authors who have not written ‘‘ David 
Harums ”’ or “‘ Richard Carvels ’’ make plenty of money.

It is in order now to ‘‘ guess’’ how much Mr. Winston Churchill 
has made out of ‘‘ Richard Carvel’’ up to the last reports of the sale 
of that novel, 130,000 copies. On a sliding scale of royalties, that is, 
ten to fifteen per cent., which is not an extravagant figure, he must 
have earned $25,000 in three months. Of course, this is mere specu- 
lation, and nobody's business but Mr. Churchill’s. But as speculation 
on the subject of authors’ earnings is always rife, if not polite, I am 
offering mine. Of course, managers are eager for the dramatic rights 
of ‘‘ Richard Carvel.’” A book that has sold as this novel has, and 
is still selling, is bound to attract a theatre-going audience. Mr. 
Churchill has disposed of the dramatic rights of his book to Mr. 
Charles Frohman. Mr. Churchill, by the way, has just built a house 
at Windsor, Vermont, where he has gone to write his new novel.

Speaking of plays, I see that Mr. Robert Taber has bought all 


rights in Mr. Louis Evan Shipman’s play ‘‘ D’Arcy of the Guards,”’ 
which was first a play and then a novel, 
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Now that authors are invading the dramatic field, it is only fair that 
actors should invade the field of authorship. Not to go back too far, 
there is Mr. Jefferson, with his “ Autobiography ” ; later, Miss Elizabeth 
Robins, with her novel; Mr. Richard Mansfield, with his fairy stories; 
Miss Clara Morris, with her character sketches ; and now Mrs. John 
Drew’s ‘‘ Reminiscences ’’ are to be published in Scribner's Magazine, 
with an introduction by her son, Mr. John Drew. If Mrs. Drew 
wrote as well as she talked, and if she has told all that she knows, we 
may look for scintillating pages of stage history. |

We have known for some time what Dr. Robertson Nicoll thinks of 
Mr. Kipling, and we know what is thought of him by the superintendent 
of a certain Western Sunday-school; but now we know what a colored 
barber in a neighboring State thinks of the popular author. It is a 
terrible arraignment. The writer of ‘‘ Recessional’’ is, we are told, 
untidy, addicted to the use of tobacco in three forms, and a difficult 
subject for the razor! ‘‘ Brer Johnsing’s’’ criticism only goes to 
prove again that no man is a hero’torhis valet. I have been requested 
by the friend who sends me the clipping from her local paper not to 
name names:

‘‘ Ep1IToR TRIBUNE—Having read an article in your paper some 
time ago relating to some of the habits of Rudyard Kipling, the noted 
author, it prompted me to write a few lines concerning him, as I knew 
him ten or twelve years ago, at which time he was visiting Dr. , 
President of College. At that time I was janitor and general 
utility man at the college and had the pleasure of waiting upon young 
Kipling many times. He occupied two rooms in the college building, 
—a bedroom and sitting-room,—both of which were swept, dusted, and 
kept in proper order by me. -I shall not forget the condition of the 
sitting-room every morning when I went to dust and put it in proper 
order. Mr. Kipling was an excessive smoker in those days and he kept 
several kinds of tobacco, two or three pipes, and a number of cigars 
strewn about the room in a most untidy manner. 

“* After Mr. Kipling had left I was sweeping the room he 
had occupied when Dr. entered it just in time to glance behind 
a large sofa, back of and under which had not been dusted for some 
time. To the surprise of the doctor, but not to me, there lay tobacco 
ashes an inch deep on a strip of moulding nearly the full length of that 
piece of furniture. Mrs. , who was near by, was called to 
witness the sight, and on her appearing the doctor satd, ‘ What kind 
of a man is he?’ and laughed sarcastically. It was evident that Mr. 
Kipling had, while sitting or lying on the sofa, dumped his pipe or the 
ashes from his cigar behind the piece of furniture, as it was the most 
convenient place for him to do so without trouble. Dr. detested 
tobacco in any form, and he could tell the moment one used it about 
the building. I will not say Kipling was one of the President’s favorite 
young men, as he (Kipling) was much of a dude in those days and it 
did not seem as though he was paving the way to where he is to-day. 
In a way all dudes looked alike to Dr. 5 
‘* A peculiar thing about this young man was that while lying in bed 
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he got shaved nearly every morning during his visit at the college. He 
would not even rise up to make the work easier for the barber, and 
when one side of his face was shaved the sonsorial artist, with main 
strength, would force the other side into the proper position. ‘This 
work was arried on without one word being uttered by Kipling. In- 
deed he did not speak to the barber but once or twice during the twelve 
or fifteen times the latter shaved him. All of Kipling’s business 
arrangements had been made by a member of the family with whom he 
was stopping. 
‘* When Mr. Kipling left he left intentionally two or three 
ood white shirts, three white linen suits, the kind he had worn in 
india, and a quantity of tobacco. I became heir to these articles. I 
wore out the shirts, used the tobacco, and gave away the suits. I am 
real sorry now that I have not one of these articles as a memento of 
him who is one of the greatest, if not the greatest, composers of this day.”’ 


Well may this ‘‘ tonsorial artist ’’ be ‘‘ real sorry,’’ for had he those 
suits and shirts to-day he might sell them for a good price to some 
enthusiastic admirer of Mr. Kipling. The moral of this tale is that 
when you find a young man who drops his cigar ashes behind the sofa, 
who when the barber shaves him on one cheek will not turn the other, 
who forgets to take his pajamas away with him—look out for a genius, 
and hold on to the pajamas.

Mr. Samuel Duff McCoy writes from Hinsdale, IIl., apropos of 
‘* The Man with the Hoe’’: 


‘* When Edwin Markham advanced his wonderful protest in behalf 
of the Man with the Hoe, it cut to the quick thousands of men who 
had fallen into the habit of saying, ‘ What ’s the use, anyway?’ and 
straightway hack-writers and the Truly Good howled in chorus, ‘ Pes- 
simism!

“* The aching stoop of this Man always was and ever will be induced 
by the white man’s real burden—Militarism. Where Millet lived 
among men the sneer, ‘ The canai//e—they die! And what of it ?’ has 
been responsible for ‘immemorial infamies. But in this new world it 
truly lies with the Man himself to regain the upward looking and the 
light. The peaks of song can always be reached by men with phos- 
phorus enow, in spite of all difficulties. And I know that Edwin 
Markham thinks as I do: that toilers of both sea and land will, at last, 
idealize menial labor as did Thoreau. At Walden, when his hoe 


‘tinkled against the stones, that music echoed to the woods and the sky, and was an 
accompaniment to my labor which yielded an instant and immeasurable crop. It was 
no longer beans that I hoed, nor I that hoed beans; and I remembered with as much 
pity as pride, if I remembered at all, my acquaintances who had gone to the city to 
attend the oratorios. «. . . Mostmen . . . are busy about their beans, We 
would not deal with a man thus plodding ever, leaning upon a hoe or spade, 
but as something more than erect, like swallows alighted and walking on the ground : 

*** And as he spake, his wings would now and then 

Spread, as he meant to fly, then close again,—’ 

so that we should suspect that we were conversing with an angel.” 


‘* When all Men with Hoes thus raise an immortal crop of songs 


and dreams, in addition to the transitory growth, then will.the im- 
medicable woes be righted.”’

Mr. Stevenson’s Relations with Mr. Colvin * 


Ir is well known that Mr. Stevenson's parents wished him to follow 
the family traditions, and as a civil engineer take up work among the 
lighthouses that warn the incoming ships along the rugged coast of 
Scotland. Though his inclinations led him elsewhere, through all his 
life he had a lingering regretful admiration for the works of the Steven- 
sons. In the library at Vailima there hung a big picture of Skerryvore 
lighthouse, built by his grandfather, Robert Stevenson, and I have 
often heard him explaining to a group of interested Samoan chiefs the 
uses of the lighthouse, the wildness of the Scottish coast, and the 
brave deeds of his forebears. 

When he turned from that profession, to the keen disappointment 
of his father, he consented, somewhat reluctantly, to study for the 
law, entering the Edinburgh firm of Skene, Edwardes & Garson, 
W.S. It was uncongenial work, and Mr. Stevenson took many an 
opportunity and excuse to run down to London. It was during one 
of these trips, in 1873, that he met Mrs. Sitwell, who was a sister-in- 
law of one of his Balfour cousins. This lady, who was somewhat older 
than himself, is still very beautiful, and has been described in the 
preface to the ‘‘ Vailima Letters’’ as one ‘‘ whose gracious influence 
has helped to shape and encourage more than one distinguished 
career.’’ She became the young writer’s chief confidant, and her wise 
sympathy did much to help him through the troubles of that time, and 
give him confidence in his power and future. 

That Mr. Stevenson deeply appreciated her kindness and encourage- 
ment, at a time when the uncongenial study of law disheartened him, 
was proved in after years by a lifelong friendship for Mrs. Sitwell. 
Her charming rooms in Marylebone Road are filled with tokens of 
his tender regard,—photographs, with affectionate inscriptions, written 
in his small neat hand, first editions of his books, and paintings, pic- 
tures, and strange curiosities from distant Samoa. She is the F. G. S. 
of a poem in ‘ Underwoods’’; and upon the death of her son he 
wrote for her the beautiful lines, ‘‘ In Memoriam F. A. S.’’ 

During one of his visits to London, Mrs. Sitwell introduced Mr. 
Stevenson to the man who was destined to have such an influence 
over his future life and work, Mr. Sidney Colvin, who thus describes 
his first impressions of the young writer: ‘‘ He was at that time a lad 
of twenty-two, with his powers not yet set nor his way of life deter- 
mined. But to know him was to recognize at once that here was a 
young genius of whom great things might be expected. A slender 
boyish presence with a graceful, somewhat fantastic bearing, and a 
singular power and attraction in the eyes and smile were the signs that 
first impressed you, and the impression was quickly confirmed and 
deepened by the charm of his talk, which was irresistibly sympathetic 
and inspiring and not less full of matter than of mirth.’’

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The friendship that began at their first meeting was destined to 
endure, in spite of change and distance, until Mr. Stevenson’s death. 
Mr. Colvin lives at the British Museum, where he has charge of the 
Print Room. In his visits to London from time to time Mr. Stevenson 
never failed to look in at the ‘‘ Monument,”’ as he called it, sure of a 
cordial welcome not only from his old friend, but from ‘‘ George,”’ 
the butler, as well. 

In the pleasant afternoons at Vailima, sitting on the verandah after 
luncheon, Mr. Stevenson took me in imagination to many of his old 
haunts, my mother offering suggestions and reminders, and the two 
describing them with infinite detail and enjoyment. The most vivid 
memory I have is a visit we made to the ‘‘ Monument.’’ ‘Civilization 
seemed so remote to us in those days that it was like a fairy-tale to 
hear of crowded streets and the sound of many footsteps. 

We would go on a Sunday, Mr. Stevenson said, for the fun of be- 
wildering the cab-driver. 

‘* Drive to the British Museum.”’ 

“* You can’t get into the Museum,”’ says cabby. 

‘* Drive to the Museum.,”’ 

** But it ’s closed, sir, on Sundays. There ’s no admittance to the 
public! ”’ ; 

‘*We are not the public. Drive to the Museum!”’ and off we 
would go, with an indignant jerk, to the entrance of the ‘‘ Monument,”’ 
where, at the magic name of ‘‘ Colvin,’’ the great gates would slowly 
open to the amazement of the cabman. 

In 1875, Mr. Stevenson passed as advocate with credit in his native 
city; he was called to the bar on July rsth, and received his first brief 
on the 25th. He never acted as advocate, however, but walked the 
venerable halls of Parliament House treasuring up impressions that he 
used long after with powerful effect in ‘‘ Wier of Hermiston.”’ 

Through Mr. Colvin the young writer made his first important ap- 
pearance in print in an essay on ‘‘ Roads,’’ published in the Portfolio 
in 1873, followed later by short stories and essays in Fraser’s, The 
Magazine of Art, Cornhill, Longman’s, and Macmillan’ s. 

It was through Mr. Colvin’s advice and encouragement that Mr. 
Stevenson finally abandoned the law and, after the publication of his 
first book, ‘‘ An Inland Voyage,’’ in 1878, settled steadily to literary 
work. From that time forth it became his habit to consult Mr. Colvin 
about his writing, and when a book was finally sent off he waited with im- 
patience and concern to hear his friend’s verdict. I do not remember 
ever hearing of a favorable one. ‘‘ It was my business to find fault”’ 
(Mr. Colvin explains in the ‘‘ Vailima Letters’’), ‘‘ to ‘damn’ what I 
did not like, a duty which I was accustomed to discharge somewhat 
unsparingly. But he was too manly a spirit to desire or to relish flat- 
tery, and too true an artist to be content with doing less than his best; 
he knew, moreover, in what rank of English writers I put him, and for 
what audience, not of to-day, I would have him labor.’’ That fe 
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author took these severe criticisms in good part is shown by his stead- 
fast’ friendship for Mr. Colvin, which lasted to the end of his life; and 
in his will he begged his old friend to accept the office of his literary 
executor.

“Oh! It’s Tea with a Subject? I—I ’m afraid I can’t come.”’ 
[ cast about for sufficient excuse. ‘‘I don’t khow anything about 
her,’’ I added, speaking the truth, at a venture. 

** Nonsense ! ’’—Czarina spoke severely. ‘‘ You know that she ’s 
The Woman, don’t you—and has written poems—remarkable—and— 
philosophic-economic works—and knows more about Us than any one 
in the world ? ”’ " 

‘** Yes, I know it now,’’ I responded meekly, ‘‘I can get along 
very well on that, I think. Thank you, I ’ll come.’’ 

“I thought so.’’ Czarina bowed. She sailed serenely an¢ gra- 
ciously away. 

I pursued the uneven tenor of my ways. They were ways devoted 
chiefly to adjusting the claims of a household to rival worldly pursuits. 
Their complexity made me a little late. 

The Tea was assembled and in full buzz. ‘‘ Who is she any- 
way ?’’—‘‘ Why, she— ’’—‘‘ And she—don’t you know ?”’ 

‘* No, I never heard of her.’’ 

** My dear, you must have—she—um—um—and she—um—um— 
um.”’ 

Light broke on the ignorant member’s face. ‘‘ Oh, is That the 
woman ?”’ 

** You do know something about her ?’’ 

** More than any of you apparently. One of my best friends told 
me all about her months ago—only she did n’t tell the name. Just 
listen.”’ 

They listened—all of them—for two minutes. Then the air 
hummed with ‘‘ she’s’ and exclamation points colliding, and bits of 
biography. 

Czarina, who was making tea on the writing-desk, smiled benignly, 
in the intervals of testing. ‘‘ What do you think of the book about 
Us ?.”’ she asked in a brief lull. 

The question produced a calm. 

‘I ’ve thought a number of things about it, off and on,’’ said the 
Brilliant Member, at last. 

** Say them,’’ commanded Czarina. 

** I dare not.”’ 

‘* For the good of humanity,’’ urged Czarina. 

** She ’s not to be disposed of in an epigram,’’ responded the Bril- 
liant One.

‘* I admire your memories,’’ said Czarina sweetly, dropping the cap 
on the alcohol lamp. 

‘* You can’t forget them,’’ pleaded some one; ‘‘ they irritate the 
female mind. ‘ The female mind,’ ’’ she quoted reflectively. ‘‘ ‘ There 
is no female mind—as well speak of a female liver.’ ’’ 

‘* Superficial,’’ commented the Biological Assistant. 

**It ’s because she argues in figures and epigrams,’’ asserted the 
essay Critic; ‘‘ they sound convincing, but they are always too-edged. 
The one that ‘ the women who do the most work get the least money, 
and the women who have the most money do the least work ’—as if it 
were n’t also true that the men who do the most work get the least 
money and the men who have the most money do the least work !”’ 

‘** Yes, it works both ways. It does n’t seem to prove anything 
after all.’’ 

** And the one implying that woman has degenerated, because we 
speak of a ‘feminine hand’ or ‘ foot’ and don’t say ‘ feminine paw’ 

r ‘feminine hoof.’ I suppose it did not once occur to her that a 
‘feminine hand’ might be a mark of distinction.’’ The members 
glanced obliquely at the Critic’s hands. They rested gracefully on her 
lap, slender and shapely, with pink-tipped nails—ideal hands, except 
for a tiny stain of ink on the forefinger. She held them proudly up 
for inspection. 

‘* It is very dangerous,—the argument from the lower animals,’’ she 
went on. ‘‘ Animals don’t wear clothes, nor cook their food, nor live 
in houses, nor paint pictures, nor drink tea—thank you, Czarina, one 
lump, please—but I don’t suppose that Mrs. Stetson would have us 
abandon all these pleasant habits.’’ 

The members listened in respectful silence. So long as she chose 
to speak in figures she would hold them spellbound. 

She perceived her advantage and held it. ‘‘ The fact that man has

‘She is really elegiac on the subject of the ‘ primal female ani- 
mal,’ ’’ went on the Critic, ‘‘ and nothing rouses her to such heights of 
eloquence as the wild cow sporting on her native heath compared with 
the insipidity of the average Jersey.’’ 

‘* The book is behind the times,’’ announced the Lady of Eco- 
nomics. 
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** Or ahead of them,’’ remarked Czarina dryly. ‘‘ She said several 
things I had never thought of before.’’ 

“Nor I’’—*“‘ Nor I.”’ 

** She says distinctly that the position of Woman has changed.”’ 

‘* Yes, she says it. But the tone of the book presents woman differ- 
ently; it presents her as an antediluvian scrubber. I had to shake 
myself after reading it, to make sure that I was an intelligent person 
of the nineteenth century. I felt like Woman, with a capital W, all 
the way through.”’ 

‘* The critics praise the book,’’ said Czarina mildly. ‘‘ Everybody 
is talking. There must be something vital in it.’’ 

‘* Because the critics praise it ?”’ 

** Because it stirs thought.’’ 

** Oh, never fear,’’ responded the Brilliant One. ‘‘ A book that 
runs counter to the prejudices of half the human race and a little 
ahead of the dearest hopes of the other half will not lie idle."’ 

** Almost as clever as Mrs. Stetson,’’ commented the Lady of Eco- 
nomics; ‘‘ but the real secret of the book is, the public was ready for 
it, just as, a few years ago, it was ready, in another way, for ‘ Robert 
Elsmere.’ Each of us was mulling away on her own little corner of 
the problem, with no idea that it was a Question, until Mrs. Stetson 
dared get it into print.’’ 

** Thank you,’’ murmured the Literary Person, ‘‘I suspected ex- 
traneous qualities, though I could n’t name them.”’ 

** IT don’t think that altogether explains it.’’ The Biological Assist- 
ant looked thoughtful. ‘‘ I was not interested in the problem.”’ 

‘* Have you ever thought of marrying ?’’ demanded the Lady of 
Economics. ‘‘ Don’t blush, my dear, and don’t say you never thought 
of it. We all have.’’ 

** And we have all declared we never would—unless—’’ 

Every teacup was held suspended. 

** unless we had to.’’ 

‘* Anti-climax !’’ The teacups descended. 

** Quite the contrary,’’ said Czarina; ‘‘ we merely took into account 
the power of love. Don’t look shocked. There is such a thing, you 
know.”’ 

** Mrs. Stetson. does n’t mention it.’’ 

Czarina sighed. ‘‘ No; it is the one flaw.” 

‘* Deeper than a flaw,’’ suggested the Critic. 

** But suppose we do marry,’’ ventured the Biological Assistant, 
under cover of the plural. ‘‘ We become——”’ 

** Nonentities ’’—‘‘ Dependents ’’—‘‘ House-servants.’’ 

** According to the present social system,’’ said the Lady of Eco- 
nomics, ‘‘ you throw away years of careful training for your profes- 
sion, thousands of dollars invested, to become a mere domestic 
adjunct—to do, poorly, what a well-trained servant could do well.”’

Alphonse Daudet * 


BuRIED in the country, on the Spanish frontier, I am late in speak- 
ing of him. But then I only wish to say how much I loved him, and 
how greatly I admired his mind, and above all his spirit, so much 
nobler than ever during his closing years. How sadly I remember to- 
day, our first meeting eighteen or nineteen years ago! At that time, 
quite unknown, I was passing through Paris after the publication of 
one of my first books; at the house of a common friend, I found one 
of his cards, asking me to call when I should be in Paris, and it was 
on a lovely May day, in a lilac-bordered walk in the Luxembourg 
gardens, that I first talked with him, a little dazzled by his presence, 
and the welcome he gave me. To begin with, I offered him one of my 
Turkish cigarettes, and as soon as the first slender gray thread of smoke 
appeared, he stopped, a far-away look in his eyes. ‘‘ Oh,’’ he ex- 
claimed, ‘‘ what memories of the East are awakened in me, by the 
scent of this smoke alone!’’ We talked for an hour, walking up and 
down. I was surprised to find him so simple; and then that day, with 
him, one suggested numberless little things, which seemed to continue 
by themselves during the pauses—And I went away charmed. 

How often since, in the sad days when he could no longer walk, he 
asked me, ‘‘ Do you remember, Loti, our first Turkish cigarette to- 
gether? The lilacs of the Luxembourg ?”’

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We did not see much of each other, as I am a wanderer by profes- 
sion. But, as our first conversation in the garden had continued during 
the silences, so, through absences and long voyages, our friendship also 
continued and grew, becoming year by year deeper and more confiding. 
And I was among those who did not imagine that he was going to die. 
Whenever I went to Paris I found, scarcely altered, his beautiful suffer- 
ing face, with the eyes full of a deep desire to stay yet with those he 
loved—and it seemed as if this will must be triumphant. 

I remember his saying, about ten years ago, one day when he was 
suffering greatly: ‘‘ Yes, I have known moments when I have felt a 
yearning to throw myself on my knees and pray. And I have said to 
myself: ‘Oh, no, not that! Would it be possible? And I have sadly 
shrugged my shoulders!’ ’’ 

But would he have spoken thus in these latter days? I think not. 
And I should have liked to follow the workings of his mind, as it re- 
turned little by little from the depths of cold, dark abysses, towards 
thoughts of immortality, almost Christian ideas of pardon and eternal 
love; nothing certain, perhaps, but faith in a supreme justice, in a re- 
splendent and tranquil Beyond. And I think that his beautiful 
serenity, his forgetfulness of himself and his ills, his heroic martyr’s 
patience, came to him partly from there; suffering almost without 
cessation, he became from day to day more unchangeably amiable and 
good, full of lofty indulgence and gentle pity; .he was careful to pre- 
vent his physical sufferings from troubling any one, and knew how to 
appear gay before those whom he adored, knew how to smile still, and 
sparkle with wit. 

But I wish to say simply to them, to his people who will perhaps 
read these lines, that he has left a melancholy void in my life, that I 
loved him with an uncommon love. I was solicitous of his judgment 
and his esteem; I wrote thinking of him and often for him. Now, 
part of this most tender affection that I had, goes back to the choice 
beings he has left, and in whom his spirit still lives a little. 

And to-day, in my solitude at Bedassoa, under the warm dark sky 
of this winter Sunday, it is he whom I constantly see; with profound 
respect I recall all that he said in our last conversations, all that was 
wise, superior, loyal, indulgent, and calming on men, things, and life; 
with grievous emotion I see, fixed on mine, his good and sweet invalid 
eyes, the eyes of the last days, reproachfully telling me that I shall not 
be among those who will accompany him to-morrow. But I could 
not go. 

Certainly, I shall long regret not having gone. But I feel myself 
to be so little the man for outward demonstrations, however touching 
and respectful, so little a man for ceremonies and processions, that I 
feel more with him, here, in my wild solitude, than there, following, in 
the muffled noise of the crowd, the black coach which is going to take 
him from us.

Mr. Warner’s Latest Novel * 


Mr. WARNER’s novels stand for principles which are but too 
scantily recognized in current fiction. He is one of the new prophets 
of poverty—perhaps the only sane and reasonable member of a widely 
scattered brotherhood. 

The world just now seems farther away than it has ever been from 
acknowledging the saving merits of plain living and high thinking, but 
this is only one reason the more why those who believe that dignified 
doctrine should preach it without reserve. Mr. Warner believes it 
fervently, and as we read we say, ‘‘ What a goodly thing it would be 
to live so simply_and sanely in the world of the mind that other worlds 
become as though they were not!’’ Most of the sages and all of the 
saints have recommended something of this sort, but the greed of earth 
does not seem to have been lessened by Solomon, Tolstoi, the founders 
of Brook Farm, M. Maeterlinck, or any of the old or new advocates of 
the union of material simplicity with mental and spiritual affluence. 
Probably, therefore, Mr. Warner will effect no revolution, but he-has 
at least nailed his colors to the mast and shown the keenness of his 
sympathy with early New England ideals. 

“‘That Fortune’’ is the third of a trilogy of novels dealing, as 
many readers know, with the history of a great fortune acquired by 
speculative means. ‘‘A Little Journey in the World’’ told of the 
making of Rodney Henderson’s money; ‘*‘ The Golden House,’’ of its 
spending, and the present volume has to do with its disappearance 
in the whirl of Wall Street, whence it had emerged. This disap- 
pearance was due to the destructive energy of Murad Ault, one of the 
‘* Napoleons of finance’’ who appear from time to time to play the 
part of cyclone where speculation centres. Mr. Warner has a good 
deal to say about such adjusters of financial equilibrium as Ault, and 
the ultimately beneficent, if temporarily disconcerting, part they play 
in the speculative game, 


‘* It is not intended,”’ he observes, ‘‘ to enter into a defence of the 
local pool known as the New York Stock Exchange. It needs none. 
Some regard it as a necessary stand-pipe to promote and equalize dis- 
tribution; others consult it as a sort of Nilometer to note the rise and 
fall of the waters and the probabilities of drought or flood. Every- 
body knows that it is full of the most beautiful and gamy fish in the 
world—namely, the speckled trout, whose honest occupation it is to 
devour whatever is thrown into the pool—a body governed by the strict- 
est laws of political economy in guarding against over-population, by 
carrying out the Malthusian idea, in the habit the big ones have of 
eating the little ones. But occasionally this harmonious family, which 
is animated by one of the most conspicuous traits of human nature, 
namely, the desire to get hold of everything in reach, and is such a use- 
ful object-lesson of the universal law of upward struggle that results 
in the survival of the fittest,—this harmonious family is disturbed by 
he advent of a pickerel, which makes a raid, introduces confusion

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into all the calculations of the pool, roils the water, and drives the 
trout into their holes.’’ 


But an even more interesting problem than the man who causes the 
disintegration of the Henderson fortune is the girl who would have in- 
herited it. Evelyn is the daughter of Carmen Eschelle and Thomas 
Mavick, and she is an example of the triumph of environment over 
heredity. Students of heredity might say that the child of a shrewd 
and unscrupulous father and a hard and unprincipled mother could 
not possibly turn out one of the fine flowess of human nature. Mr. 
Warner avers that she may, if only she be sufficiently separated from 
her parents and her mind fed from infancy upon what is noblest in 
literature. “ 

During Evelyn’s babyhood there was an epidemic of child-stealing, 
and in consequence the Mavick heiress became the object of a vigi- 
lance so watchful that she was never left alone for an instant from the 
cradle to the time of her entrance into society. Chiefly she was under 
the care and supervision of a Scotch governess of character and refine- 
ment, whose endeavor was to form her tastes and manner upon the 
highest standards. These standards, in Ann MacDonald’s eyes, were 
those of literature rather than of life. Thus Evelyn acquired abstract 
ideas of right and wrong and understood the world of books to be the 
world that matters. All her judgments of the world as she came to 
know it were based upon ‘‘ the best and most vital products of the 
human mind.’’ Of the ignoble she had no comprehension, for every- 
thing ignoble had been kept out of her way. As Mr. Warner’s essays 
have previously revealed, he believés that the relation of literature to 
life is a vital and potent one—that it is, in fact, creative. The char- 
acter of Evelyn Mavick is an attempt to make this creative effect of 
literature concrete, to show it to us in attractive human shape. The 
proof is not final, but the demonstration is suggestive to the last degree. 

Though Mr. Warner’s own mind may be preoccupied with the 
problem, he does not therefore neglect those readers to whom the story 
is more than the moral. The book has a hero to match the heroine, a 
young man of that fine and sturdy New England stock whose offshoots 
require no hothouse coddling to bring into flower all that is best in 
character. Philip Burnett is-comfortably poor, but promising, and 
when Evelyn’s fortune is lost her happiness is found, since her parents 
no longer object to a marriage offering every kind of satisfaction 
save the inferior variety which comes from the possession of too much 
money. 

Thus Mr. Warner’s trilogy ends triumphantly on the same noble 
note with which it began,—the exaltation of a life luxurious only in the 
extent of its reach into the world of the heart, the mind, and the soul, 
that is to say, the only life worth living.

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Thackeray, ‘‘ Vanity Fair,’’ and [irs. Fiske 
The Book 


THERE is no doubt that ‘* Vanity Fair’’ is Thackeray’s most popular 
novel. Not only does the reading public like it the best, but it seems 
to have been the favorite of the author as well. In Mrs. Ritchie’s 
introduction to ‘“‘ Vanity Fair,’’ in the biographical edition of her 
father’s works, published by Messrs. Harper, she says that, although 
the novel was written in 1845 and the following year, she cannot help 
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thinking it was really begun in 1817, when “‘ the little boy so lately 
come from India found himself shut in behind those filigree iron gates 
at Chiswick, of which he writes when he describes Miss Pinkerton’s 
establishment.’ 

This ‘‘ novel without a hero’’ seems to have been seething in 
Thackeray’s mind for a good many years before he began putting it on 
paper. One letter to his mother, dated Coblenz, Germany, September 
29, 1830, ‘‘ might,’’ says Mrs. Ritchie, ‘‘ almost be a page out of 
‘Vanity Fair’ itself, so absolutely does it reproduce the atmosphere 
of Pumpernickel and the echoes of that day.’’ ‘‘ Vanity Fair’’ was, 
however, actually written at No. 13 Young Street, Kensington, where 
Thackeray lived from 1846 to 1853. While living in the same house 
he also wrote the two novels which come next in popularity to ‘‘ Vanity

Fair ’’—‘‘ Pendennis’’ and ‘‘ Esmond.’’ Mrs. Ritchie well remembers 
hearing her father say: ‘‘ ‘ Vanity Fair’ is, undoubtedly, the best of 
my books. It has the best story, and, for another thing, the title is 
such a good one, you could not have a better.’’ He worked much 
harder on this novel than on ‘‘ Esmond,’’ for instance. The manu- 
script of the latter shows very little revision and seems to have been 
written straight along without effort, while the early chapters of 
‘* Vanity Fair’’ were altered and rewritten, with many erasures and 
with sentences turned in many different ways. Mrs. Ritchie seems to 
think that Becky Sharp was a real character, for she tells us that one 
morning a hansom drove up to the door of the house in Young Street, 
** out of which emerged a most charming and dazzling lady dressed in 
black,’’ who greeted Thackeray with great ‘‘ affection and brilliancy,”’ 
and who, when she departed, ‘‘ which she did after a short visit, gave 
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him a large bunch of fresh violets. When people asked if this was the 
original Becky he only laughed, but always said he never consciously 
copied anybody.”’ 

** Vanity Fair,’’ like most of Thackeray’s novels, was published in 
parts bound in yellow paper, with the design, here reproduced, drawn 
by Thackeray himself. The first number was brought out by Messrs. 
Bradbury & Evans, on January 1, 1847. Its sale was so small that 
it was a question at one time whether its publication should not be 
discontinued altogether. 

In writing to his mother, Thackeray freely criticised ‘* Vanity Fair.’’ 
His object in writing the book was not ‘‘ to make a perfect character, 
or anything like it.. Don’t you see how odious all the people are in the

book (with the exception of Dobbin), behind all of which there is a 
dark moral, I hope. 

‘* What I want is to make a set of people living without God in the 
world (only that is a cant phrase), greedy, pompous men, perfectly 
self-satisfied for the most part, and at ease about their superior virtue. 
Dobbin and poor Briggs are the only two people with real humility as 
yet. Amelia’s is to come when her scoundrel of a husband is well 
dead with a ball in his odious bowels, when she has had sufferings, a 
child, and a religion. But she has at present a quality above most 
people, viz., Love—by which she shall be saved. . . . I wasn’t 


going to write in this way when I began. But these thoughts pursue 
me plentifully.”’ 
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Thackeray was born in 1811. The battle of Waterloo was fought 
in 1815. ‘‘ Vanity Fair’’ was written in 1845 and illustrated at the 
same time by its author. Instead of costuming his characters after the 
fashions of 1815, he dressed them in the fashions of the day the book 
was written. Mrs. Fiske, in her production of ‘‘ Vanity Fair,’’ has 
gone back to the fashions of the period of the story, so that the costumes 
of the play are entirely different from those we have been accustomed 
toin the novel. By way of illustration, I have reproduced Thackeray’s 
portraits of Becky and of Rawdon Crawley, and of his brother, Sir Pitt.

In the book, he is seized while on his way from the fancy ball given 
at Gaunt House and returns home from the debtor’s prison where 
he had been over night. The scene of the discovery of the wicked 
Becky with Steyne is almost exactly Thackeray’s. In the last act,.Mr. 
Mitchell diverts from Thackeray to Becky's moral advantage, making 
this unique adventuress insist upon Amelia’s writing a note to Dobbin, 
which Becky drops out of the window to a messenger who takes it to 
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the simple-minded soldier. According to the book, Amelia had written 
the note before she had learned from Becky of her deceased husband’s 
perfidy, but on the whole, Mr. Mitchell has followed Thackeray’s 
story much more closely than Mr. Barrie has followed his own story in 
his dramatization of ‘‘ The Little Minister.”’ , 

I heard some people say on the opening night of ‘‘ Becky Sharp,”’ 
that no one could follow the play who had not read the book. To find

a person who had not read ‘‘ Vanity Fair’’ and interview him in this 
subject was no easy matter. Perhaps, in the entire audience, and it 
was one that completely filled the theatre, there were not a half dozen 
people who had not read Thackeray’s novel. I was fortunate enough 
to find one of these, and immediately asked him if he had any difficulty 
in holding the thread of the story. I was very much pleased to find 
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that he had not had the slightest difficulty. He said everything was as 
clear as a bell ; that he never for a moment had any doubts in his 
mind as to what it all meant. 

Mr. Mitchell’s task has not been an easy one, a fact that no one 
knew better than he did when he undertook it, and that he knows even 
better now that his work is done. The first act is merely introductory, 
as first acts usually are. The second is better. The third act is the 
best, and the fourth and last, the worst. Here Mr. Mitchell has fol- 
lowed the novel too closely for the purposes of a play, but at the very 
end he has deviated widely from it. He should have changed Thack- 
eray’s ending entirely. He gives us the scene in the lodgings at 
Pumpernickel pretty much as it is in the book, but ends it quite 
differently by sending Becky off to church with Jane and Pitt Crawley. 
There is no point in this change. We know too well that the Pitt 
Crawleys had nothing to do with her. Another ending would have 
been more true to her and to dramatic art. Mr. Mitchell should re- 
write this act, in justice to Thackeray, to Mrs. Fiske, and to himself. 

As for Mrs. Fiske’s Becky Sharp it is an intelligent and effective 
performance. Whether it is Thackeray’s Becky or not is another 
matter. Her Tess was certainly not Mr. Hardy’s Tess, but it was in 
parts one of the most impressive impersonations on the modern stage. 
Her Becky is a clever creation, and she rises to every opportunity that 
the playwright has given her. I cannot think of any actress on the 
stage to-day who would come any nearer the great original. 

The only thing that I did not understand in Mrs. Fiske’s representa- 
tion was the way she received Sir Pitt Crawley’s proposal of marriage. 
The real Becky took the matter much more seriously; for the first time 
in her history, she lost her presence of mind and ‘‘ wept some of the 
most genuine tears that ever flowed from her eyes.’’ If there were 
tears in Mrs. Fiske’s eyes, I did not see them, though Becky, accord- 
ing to her creator, ‘‘ cried fit to break her heart; her ringlets fell over 
her face and over the marble mantelpiece.”’ 

Mrs. Fiske is entitled to the highest praise for the direction in 
which her ambition leads her. She is always serious and painstaking; 
she studies her parts with brains, and I am glad to know that the pub- 
lic is showing its appreciation of her work. 

Of the rest of the company the Rawdon Crawley of Mr. Barrymore 
was the best. He was that brave, loving scamp to the life. The 
other characters were rather suggestions than finished portraits. We 
are very exacting when it comes to Thackeray and the actors can not be 
blamed if they did not quite satisfy our demands. Even for so clever 
an actress as Mrs. Fiske to depict Becky Sharp without Thackeray’s 
setting is playing with fire. 

Mr. Ernest Haskell, whose lithographed portrait of Mrs. Fiske as 
Becky Sharp is the frontispiece of this number, made his sketch from 
life, on the first night of the play. It is Becky at her entrance in the 
first act. The pose and action are admirably caught. No photograph 
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could give the spirit of the scene as the artist's pencil has done. The 
drawing was finished by three o’clock in the morning and put on the 
stone by Mr. Haskell before noon of the same day.

HONORE DE BALZAC 


‘Lettres a lV Etrangére _— 


Tue letters written by Balzac to Madame Hanska during the years 
1833-1842 are on a scale worthy of the author of the ‘‘ Comédie 
Humaine.’’ This indefatigable man of one idea—which embraced all 
the contemporary life of his country—this genius who sacrificed his 
whole being to the rearing of the monument that has placed his name 
first among the authors of nineteenth-century France, paints here his 
laborious, harassed existence on a canvas whose proportions are none 
too large for the heroic figure. No biography, no monograph, could 
give a more vivid idea of his stupendous activity than do these letters 
written at intervals between his literary labors. Written thus, almost 
from day to day, without preconceived plan or final revision, they 
show us the state of his work at progressive stages, the eighteen to 
twenty hours of labor each day, the absolute solitude in which his life 
was spent; and, looming over it all, the endless financial difficulties 
that did not end till his marriage, in 1850, to Madame Hanska, but a 
short time before his death. 

* Par Honoré de Balzac. New York: Meyer Bros. & Co. 
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Madame Hanska began the correspondence with a letter signed 
? Etrangére, which was addressed to Balzac in care of his publisher, 
Gosselin. It reached him on February 28, 1832. An enthusiastic 
reader of the ‘* Scénes de la Vie Privée,’’ she had been troubled by 
the change in the author’s spirit manifested in ‘‘ La Peau de Chagrin,”’ 
and had obeyed the impulse to address him. Other letters followed, 
and the correspondence was established. During a short period 
Balzac’s letters are overladen with expressions of affection, the hack- 
neyed ‘‘ idolized angels,’’ ‘* my beautiful selfs,’’ ‘‘ souls of my soul,”’ 
‘* babies,’’ to which even a writer of genius seems to fall victim when 
under the spell. In July, 1834, Balzac called Madame Hanska his 
** angel, love, life, happiness, strength, treasure, and well-beloved,”’ 
all in one breath; and bade her ‘‘ Adieu, a thousand kisses. I have 
held this spray of periwinkle between my lips while writing to you. 
Yours, my dear white kitten, till we meet. A thousand fondnesses 
and caresses, and, wrapped in each, a thousand more.’”’ 

But the reader who bears with this momentary aberration will be 
well repaid; for the letters grow more and more interesting as the first 
transports are passed, though the deep and lasting affection remains 
manifest to the end. Madame Hanska time and again gave expression 
to her jealousy, her doubts and suspicions, and time and again Balzac 
replied to them at length, describing the routine of his life: Sleep from 
six in the afternoon till midnight, and work for the rest of the day, 
with the opera as practically his only relaxation. He also warned her 
that wicked young men assumed his name, and by the potency of its 
spell won the hearts of susceptible women; and, strange as the story 
appears, it seems to have been true. His only happiness he found in 
their love, and this he repeats again and again when telling of his diffi- 
culties and the financial troubles that beset him. 

It is impossible to give a résumé of these 575 large octavo pages; 
therefore a few extracts must suffice to give some idea of their con- 
tents. We select at random two of Balzac’s opinions of his own work, 
some interesting observations of his regarding George Sand and Jules 
Sandeau, and, finally, a short passage from a curious letter to Madame 
Hanska’s husband. The change in Balzac’s opinion regarding San- 
deau and George Sand furnishes curious reading. 


On October 27, 1833, he wrote as follows regarding the ‘‘ Contes 
Drolatiques ”’ : 


‘* What, you have read the ‘ Contes Drolatiques ’ without the per- 
mission of him who is your husband by love? Oh my angel, one must 
have a heart pure as is yours to read and enjoy ‘ Le Péché Véniel.’ 
But, my dear, you have been very bold, and I fear that you love me 
less. To understand them, one must know so well our national litera- 
ture, the grand, the majestic literature of our fifteenth century, so 
sparkling with genius, so free.in its ways, so vivid with words which, at 
that time, were not yet degraded, that I fear for myself. Therefore 
I repeat to you: if there is anything in me that will live, it is these 
Contes. The man who will write a hundred of them cannot die. Re- 
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read the epilogue of the second dizain, and judge. What think you 
of ‘Le Succube’? My well-beloved, that conte has cost me six months 
of torture.”’ 


On August 26, 1834, he writes: 


** To-day I finished ‘ La Recherche de l’Absolu." Heaven grant 
that the book be good and beautiful. I cannot judge it; I am too 
tired of work, too exhausted by the fatigues of its conception. I see 
it topsy-turvy. Everything in it is pure. It presents conjugal love as 
a sublime passion. In it, the love of young girls is fresh. It places 
the home near the source. You must read it. You must read ‘ Souf- 
frances Inconnues,’ which has cost me four months of work. It covers 
forty pages; I did not write three sentences per day. It is a horrible 
cry, without glitter of style, without dramatic pretension. It contains 
too many thoughts, it is too dramatic, to allow of the application of 
either from the outside. But it makes one tremble; it is all true. 
Never have I been so moved.”’ 


In answer to some inquiries from his correspondent, Balzac wrote 
in March, 1833: 


** Jules Sandeau is a young man; George Sand is a woman. I took 
an interest in both of them, because it seemed to me sublime that a 
woman should give up all to follow a poor young man whom she loved. 
This woman, who is called Dudevant, happens to have a great talent. 
It was necessary to save Sandeau from conscription; together they 
wrote a book; the book was good. I loved these two lovers, at the 
top of a house on the Quai Saint-Michel, proud and happy. Madame 
Dudevant had her children with her. Take note of this, Fame comes 
and brings unhappiness into the dove-cote. Madame Dudevant pre- 
tends that she must leave him for her children’s sake. They separate, 
and this separation, I believe, is founded on a new affection which 
George Sand, or Madame Dudevant, has conceived for the worst of 
our contemporaries, H. de L , one of my former friends, a most 
charming fellow, but an evil creature. There you have the author of 
* Valentine’ and ‘ Indiana.’ ’’ 





Later, Balzac induced Sandeau, despairing and penniless, to live 
in the same house with him, but repented bitterly of his bargain: 


** Jules Sandeau,’’ he writes on March 8, 1836, ‘‘ has been one of 
my mistakes. You will never be able to imagine such indolence as 
his, such utter indifference. He has neither energy nor will-power. 
The finest sentiments in words, but nothing in action, or in reality; no 
devotion in thought or body. After I had spent for him what a grand 
seigneur would spend for a caprice, after I had taken him to my bosom, 
I said: 

*** Jules, here is a drama, write it. After that, you must do an- 
other play, a vaudeville for the Gymnase.’ 

‘“* He told me that he was incapable of applying himself to any- 
thing. As insistence on my part would have implied that I speculated 
upon his gratitude, I kept silent. He would not even sign his name to 
a work written in collaboration. 

‘“** Then write books for a livelihood ?’ 

‘* In three years he has not written half a volume. Critical work ? 
He says that is too hard. He is like a horse in a stable. He ex- 
asperates friendship as he has exasperated love. But it is all finished. 





—— 
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As soon as I gain possession of La Grenadiére, I will leave the Rue 
Cassini.”’ 


A visit paid to George Sand at Nahant, in March, 1838, completed 
Balzac’s conversion: 


‘* I found her in her dressing-gown, smoking an after-dinner cigar, 
beside the fire in an immense room. She wore very pretty yellow slip- 
pers with fringes, coquettish stockings, and red trousers. Physically, 
she has acquired a double chin, like acanon. She has not a single 
white hair, notwithstanding her terrible misfortunes; her beautiful eyes 
are as sparkling as ever. When sunk in thought, she looks just as 
stupid as formerly, for, as I told her after observing her, the expression 
of her face lies wholly.in her eyes. She has been at Nahant for a year, 
very sad, and working hard. She leads practically the same life as I. 
She goes to bed at six in the morning, and rises at noon; I go to bed 
at six in the evening, and rise at midnight, but, of course, I conformed 
myself to her habits. For three days we talked from five in the even- 
ing, after dinner, to five in the morning, so that I came to know her 
better in these three talks than in the four preceding years, when she 
visited my house, in love with Sandeau, and, later, with Musset. 

**It was rather well that I saw her, for we exchanged confidences 
regarding Sandeau. I, who blamed her to the last for deserting him, 
now feel only a deep compassion for her, as you will have for me, when 
you learn with whom we have had relations, she of love, I of friendship. 

‘** But she has been even more unhappy with Musset. So here she 
is, in retreat, denouncing both marriage and love, because in both she 
has found nothing but delusion. 

“IT will tell you of her immense and secret devotion to these two 
men, and you will agree that there is nothing in common between 
angels and devils. All the follies she has committed are claims to 
glory in the eyes of great and beautiful souls. She has been the dupe 
of la Dorval, Bocage, Lamennais, etc.; through the same sentiment 
she is the dupe of Liszt and Madame d’Agoult.”’ 


This wonderful analyst thus sums up George Sand’s interesting 
case: 


‘* Her mate is rare, that’s all. He will be the more so because she 
is not amiable, and, consequently, will be loved with difficulty. 
She is comrade and artist; she is great, generous, devoted, chaste. She 
has the grand traits of man; ergo, she is not a woman. ‘This time, no 
more than before, while talking intimately with her for three days, was 
I mastered by that galanterie d’ épiderme which, in France and Poland, 
one must show to all kinds of women. I was talking with a comrade. 

‘** She is an excellent mother, worshipped by her children, but she 
dresses her daughter Solange in boy’s clothes, and that is not well. 
She is like a man of twenty, morally, for she is innately chaste, and 
artist only on the surface. She smokes to excess, and plays perhaps a 
little too much the great lady. I am convinced that she drew herself 
faithfully in the princess of ‘ Le Secrétaire Intime.” She knows, and 
says herself, what is also my opinion, though I have never told her, 
that she has neither the strength to conceive, nor the gift to plan, 
neither the faculty of reaching the truth, nor the art of pathos; but 
that, without knowing the French language, she has style. And that 
is the truth.”’ 


Letter LXX. in the volume has a curious interest, because it is ad- 
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dressed to M. Hanska, and contains an ingenious explanation of two 
letters addressed to Madame Hanska. The key to this incident will 
probably never be found, but Balzac’s letter sufficiently indicates the 
probable state of affairs: 


‘* One evening,’’ he explains, ‘‘ she [Madame Hanska] told me 
that she should like to know what a love-letter really was, and this was 
certainly said in all innocence, for at the moment we were talking of a 
lady to whom I had written that morning, whose name I withhold, of 
course. But I said, with a laugh, ‘ A letter from Montaurant to Marie 
de Verneuil,’ and we joked on the subject. 

‘* While in Trieste, Madame Hanska wrote.to me, ‘ Have you for- 
gotten Marie de Verneuil ?’ and I saw at once that she referred to 
* Les Chouans,’ which she was awaiting with impatience. This led me 
to send to Vienna those two unhappy letters, believing that she re- 
membered our pleasantry; therefore I told her that she would find 


Marie de Verneuil in Vienna.”’

William Morris’s Great Achievement * 


On July 2oth, last, the final of the first three complete sets of 
Kelmscott books sold—all during this year—came under the hammer 
at Messrs. Sotheby’s London salesrooms. The fact of their rapid 
appreciation in money value since Morris’s death is something more 
than merely an outstanding feature of the season’s auctions. It 
serves to indicate yet again that the honest work of an honest and 
capable craftsman, generous in his expenditure alike of talent and of 
money, does not go unheeded. The moment is apt, then, for a brief 
account of Morris's aims and methods as a printer, with a few tabulated 
details of the various volumes, which may help to guide collectors in 
future. Gradually but surely American connoisseurs are awakening 
to the importance, as examples of printing, of the productions of the 
now defunct Kelmscott Press; and this although in the case of one 
book only was a special American edition issued. Of Rossetti’s 
‘** Hand and Soul,’’ reprinted from the Germ, as published by Messrs. 
Way & Williams of Chicago, three hundred copies on paper, and eleven 
on vellum were issued solely for America. Within the last few months, 
however, several of the famous Chaucers and other outstanding Kelm- 
scott volumes have crossed the Atlantic. 

** Ah! I wish I could get my books printed like that,’’ was William 
Morris’s exclamation a quarter of a century ago, as he turned the pages 
of a book printed by Aldus, about 1490, in his early and best style. 
Many years elapsed, however, before the ‘‘ Norse-poet-craftsman,’’ as 
he was often admiringly called, founded his own press at Hammer- 
smith, the productions of which are destined to be remembered, perhaps, 
as the most noteworthy achievement of this many-sided enthusiast. 

From a paper on the subject written by Morris himself, we learn 
that he instituted the Kelmscott Press in order to produce books

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which, as books, should have a definite-claim-to beauty and should ‘be 
easy to read. Looking back to the productions of the fifteenth cen- 
tury, he discovered volumes that, even without ornament, delighted by 
the force, simplicity, and appropriateness of their typography. The 
early Venetian printers who used Roman type had an instinct too true 
to permit of the modern thickening and thinning of the letters; and as

in other matters, so in this, Morris took the great masters of the past 
as his models. Printing superseded, of course, the exquisitely written 
MSS., on the finest of which the greater part of a lifetime was deemed 
to be well spent, Hence the early craftsmen, being in possession of at 
worst a very much more rapid system of duplicating a given work, and 
living in the age of reawakened beauty, spared no labor in the perfect- 
ing of their vehicle. 
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Increased facility was almost inevitably accompanied by degenera- 
tion, until in our own century meaningless excrescences came to be 
regarded as decoration; and the forms of the letters became lamentably 
debased. The problem of once again producing a book that should be 
a pleasure to look upon was, as Morris saw it, four-sided. The paper, 
hand-made of course, must be of linen, not cotton; it must be hard 
and durable; it must not be ‘‘ wove’’ but ‘‘ laid,’’ yet the lines made 
by the wires of the mould must not be so strong as to give a ribbed ap- 
pearance. In coming to these conclusions Morris again found himself

in agreement with the paper-makers of the fifteenth century; hence he 
took as his model a Bolognese paper of about 1493. 

Secondly, he went, initially at any rate, and as if by instinct, to the 
pure austerity of the Roman type. Thorough in all things, and beset 
with no fears of over-imitation, he caused some pages of the ‘‘ Pliny ’’ 
printed by Jenson to be photographed and enlarged, so that he might 
draw the letters many times before himself beginning to design. We 
find the result in the Golden type—so-called because of the intention 
to make *‘ The Golden Legend’”’ the first book for which it should be 
used—of the Kelmscott Press, with which the first seven and many 
later works were printed. One of the chief differences between the 
Jenson and the Morris letters is that the ‘‘ lower case’’ of our own 
craftsman tended more towards Gothic. 

The third side of the problem was that of spacing. ‘‘ Leads’’ were 
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Morris’s abhorrence, and only, I believe, when he adopted the Gothic 
or Troy type—whose name reminds us that Caxton’s ‘‘ Recuyell of the 
Historyes of Troye ’’ was the first work for which it was utilized—did 
he employ thin leads, those used in the pica Troy of the Caxton being 
still narrower, and called ‘‘ hair leads.’’ The fourth question was the 
all-important one of the position of matter on the page. Modern 
printers, Morris found, had departed altogether from the ancient and 
carefully thought out principle of having the two inner margins the 
narrowest, the top somewhat wider, and those at the sides and bottom 
still larger. One page and not two constitutes the unit, he quite rightly 
contended, although the arrangement of many recently issued books 
is based upon the alternative view. As to the relative width of margins, 
he attached some importance to the results of a friend’s exhaustive 
study of the margins of old bogks, which showed that roughly there 
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was a twenty per cent. difference between the inside, top, bottom, and 
outer sides. 

About the year 1889 Morris began in earnest to gather for the 
second time a library of early printed books and the like, whose dis- 
persal last autumn attracted so much attention. Since the seventies 
he had from time to time dipped delightfully into the study of medizval 
caligraphy —had, indeed, collected a noteworthy library, which, much 
to his regret, he sold before the idea of becoming his own printer took 
definite shape. During the seven years succeeding 1889 he not only 
acquired a host of valuable and historically interesting examples by 
monastic scribes and early printers, but, as those who examined the 
books and manuscripts at Sotheby’s are aware, pencilled in them a 
hundred notes indicative of swift insight, of prolonged examination. 

Eleven years ago, several of his own books having meantime been 
creditably issued by others, Morris determined to devote himself to 
printing. His friend, Mr. Emery Walker, whose informative preface

to the catalogue of the Arts and Crafts Exhibition of 1888 will be re- 
called, while declining partnership in the enterprise, was from the first 
consulted on évery point of importance. Unforeseen difficulties— 
mainly connected with the paper—prevented the ‘‘ Golden Legend ”’ 
being the first book issued, and this although eighty-one of its designs 
were finished by the end of 1890, The Golden type designed, the font 
completed, the first hand-press purchased, a trial page of ‘‘ The Story 
of the Glittering Plain,’ a now rare and eagerly sought-after book, 
was pulled on January 31, 1891. The first sheet was printed off about 
a month later, and the Kelmscott Press was introduced to the public 
on May 8 by the issue of the work. As will be seen from the tabular 
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statement which follows, two hundred copies on paper were printed at 
two guineas apiece, and six copies on vellum. 

Morris spared no expense, no time, to make this and future books 
as perfect in every way as might be. The vellum used, for instance, 
was of the finest quality procurable in Rome, and one of the reasons 
why collectors cherish the 1891 ‘‘ Glittering Plain ’’ is because it was 
found impossible to purchase a second supply of this vellum, it being” 
all required for the Vatican. Four of the vellum copies were bound 
in green vellum, two only of these being sold, at about twelve and 
fifteen guineas respectively. The paper copies of the pioneer small 
quarto book are bound, as were its immediate successors, in stiff 
vellum, and it is the only Kelmscott volume with wash-leather ties. 

The silk ties adopted subsequently were especially woven for Morris. 
The connoisseur has only to glance at one of these books to be filled 
with pleasure, if only at the blackness of the ink. After a prolonged 
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search and many disappointments, the founder decided on an ink from 
Hanover. It is preéminently good in relation to that ordinarily used, 
but there is no doubt that had Morris lived he would have fulfilled his 
intention to make an even better ink himself. 

The second Kelmscott book, again a small quarto, is ‘‘ Poems by 
the Way,’’ for two or three of whose vellum copies the remaining skins

from Rome served. Originally it was intended to adopt the title 
‘‘ Flores Atraminti.’’ Here two colors, black and red, were for the 
first time used. A few of the vellum covers were stained red, yellow, 
indigo, and dark green at Merton, the result, however, being unsatis- 
factory. It is worthy of note that Morris himself preferred vellum 
which showed the brown hair-marks to that which is unbrokenly white; 
and this is characteristic of his delight in actuality, at any rate of a 
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certain kind. For the last time (save in the Savonarola) in that fasci- 
nating romance, ‘‘ News from Nowhere,”’ issued in 1892, the original 
paragraph mark, in appearance something like an inverted D thickened 
on the half circular side, 
was used. Thereafter, a 
leaf instead invariably ap- 
pears. Copies on vellum 
were printed of all Kelm- 
scott books save Mr. W. 
S. Blunt’s ‘‘ The Love 
Lyrics and Songs of Pro- 
teus,’’ ‘‘ The Nature of 
Gothic,’’— whose author 
said ‘‘ Morris is beaten 
gold,’’—the ‘‘ Biblia Inno- 
centium,’’ ‘‘ The Golden 
Legend,’’ and ‘* The Book 
of Wisdom and Lies.’’ In 
not every case, however, 
were examples to be bought 
through ordinary channels ; 
hence, apart altogether

lum, for instance, was 
published at 120 guineas, and several others at 20 guineas—the three 
complete sets on vellum in existence can hardly be valued. Mr. 
Charles Fairfax Murray, the friend for whom Morris published the 
letter of Savonarola, is the enviable possessor of one of them. 

The Chaucer is justly regarded as the.crowning glory of the magnif- 
icent series of Kelmscott books, although it would have had a worthy 
companion had the completion of the Froissart not been frustrated by 
Morris’s death. The large primer Gothic, or, as it was called, Troy, 
type, modelled in no small part on Schoeffer of Mainz’s font, and re- 
deemed as the designer thought, or at least aimed to make it, from the 
charge of unreadableness, which had been used up to this time, was 
found to be too large for a two-column book. We have in the Chaucer, 
then, the Troy pica, with occasional chapter headings in the larger 
style. The first folio border for the Chaucer was begun on February 
1, 1893, and the vine pattern—suggested by the porch at Beauvais— 
which is employed to emphasize the sentiment of April was begun 
three days later. These, together with the opening word, ‘‘ Whan,”’ 
decoratively treated, were finished in a week. 

Some feature of special interest attaches to each one of these Kelm- 
scott books,—the woodcuts and the borders alone form a fascinating 
subject for an article,—but this is not the place for detailed comment. 
An idea of Morris’s labor during the seven years’ existence of the

press may be gathered from the fact that he executed some 644 original 
designs for initial letters alone, to say nothing of 57 borders. The 
wood blocks have been presented to the British Museum, while the 
type remains in the hands of his trustees, to be used, without decorative 
initials or ornaments of other kinds, for any special editions that may 
be called for of Morris’s own works. It may be noted, by the way, that 
the water-mark of the first paper was a primrose, of the second, a perch 
with a spray in its mouth, of the third an apple, in each case between 
the initials W. M. 5 

The following table sufficiently indicates the astounding apprecia- 
tion in money-value of each of the fifty-two works printed in the little 
house overlooking the river in the Upper Mall, Hammersmith, which 
is now turned into a granary: 
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drawn, the complete series, excluding the advertisements, brought no 
less than £526 4s. The slightly lower prices in several instances are to 
be accounted for by the not quite immaculate condition of the vellum 
covers; in others, however, purchasers seemed less keen. The Chaucer 
never has made more than at this final sale of the season; while ad- 
vances were established by the Savonarola letter, ‘‘ Poems by the 
Way,’ Herrick’s ‘* Poems,’’ ‘‘ Love is Enough,’’ arid the trial pages 
of Froissart.

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Mr. JEROME K. JEROME’S new play, ‘‘ Miss Hobbs,’’ which Mr. 
Charles Frohman produced, without any preliminary flourish of trum- 
pets, in the Lyceum Theatre, turned out to be an exceedingly clever 
and entertaining little comedy, not altogether original in idea, perhaps, 
but very freshly treated and smartly written. The story is as simple 
as possible. The heroine, owing to unhappy experiences in childhood, 
entertains a poor opinion of all mankind and deems it her duty to 
warn all her female acquaintances against the perils of matrimony. 
With the best of intentions she interferes in the domestic differences of 
a young married couple, and undertakes to cure what she considers to 
be the infatuation of the wife by making love to the husband and thus 
demonstrating his worthlessness. Unfortunately, owing to a mistake 
in identity, which is very plausibly managed, she gets hold of the 
wrong man, a young diplomat who has taken the husband’s part, and 
soon finds herself in a highly comical but extremely embarrassing situa- 
tion, being caught very neatly in herown trap. The result is a demon- 
stration of the husband’s innocence and a reconciliation with his wife, 
followed latter on by the unconditional surrender of the fair man-hater 
to the diplomat. It is not necessary to explain just how all: this is 
brought about. It is sufficient to say that the general scheme is un- 
commonly ingenious, the situations plausible and constantly amusing, 
and the whole tone of the piece unexceptionable. The first, second, 
and fourth acts are admirable. The third, in which the diplomat takes 
a rather unfair advantage of his antagonist by making her an involun- 
tary prisoner on a yacht, is less happy and less reasonable. The effect 
of the whole play, however, is very pleasing, the dialogue being full of 
humor and, what is even more uncommon, of sound common sense on 
the great question of the relations between the sexes. It must not be 
supposed, however, that the trifle is inspired by any didactic or philo- 
sophic purpose. Its object is solely to amuse, and is attained by legiti- 
mate and unobjectionable means. The acting is good throughout. 
Miss Annie Russell, although scarcely an ideal representative of a 
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strong-minded young lady, plays the heroine sympathetically and with a 
good deal of quiet humor, and Mrs. Bloodgood is capital as a quarrel- 
some wife who is brought to see the error of her ways. There is also 
a delightful performance of a charming old maid, the personifica- 
tion of common sense and good nature, by that admirable actress, 
Mrs. Gilbert, who has not been seen to better advantage for a long 
time. The representation was a success from start to finish, as it de- 
served to be. 

*“The Tyranny of Tears,’’ by Mr. Haddon Chambers, presented 
in the Empire Theatre, is also a piece of notably good quality in de- 
sign, construction, and literary composition. It is a genuine comedy, 
worthy of Pinero himself. In this case, too, the plot is of the simplest 
character. Mr. Parbury, a distinguished author and ex-clubman, is 
very much in love with his wife, who is equally devoted to him, but 
make his life more or less miserable by her unreasonable exactions. 
Whenever he protests, she weeps, and he straightway yields. He 
abandons old friends, old amusements, and old ambitions for her sake 
without a murmur, but rebels when she demands the instant dismissal, 
without apparent cause, of his female secretary, Miss Woodward. The 
fact is that Mrs. Parbury has caught the young woman kissing her hus- 
band’s photograph, but does not dare to tell him, for fear of exciting 
his vanity and possibly his undesirable interest in the fair delinquent. 
In the end, finding even tears unavailing, she threatens to return to 
her father’s house,- and, to her consternation, he permits her to go, 
rather than commit a flagrant injustice against an innocent girl. But, 
although he has refused to dismiss her, he soon perceives that the secre- 
tary cannot remain with him under existing circumstances and, in a 
scene of rare- delicacy, he suggests to her the propriety of her tempo- 
rary retirement. The agitation of the girl, who is sorely in need of 
her salary, creates the suspicion in his mind that possibly she may be 
attached to him personally, and he thereupon proceeds, as kindly as he 
can, to hint at the advisability of her seeking other employment. 
While he is speaking, his wife unexpectedly appears and a new compli- 
cation is only averted by the prompt announcement of Miss Woodward 
that she will take her departure at once. In the concluding act peace 
is restored by the submission of Mrs. Parbury, a declaration of inde- 
pendence on the part of her husband, and thé acceptance of a con- 
venient lover by the secretary. 

This solution is not altogether satisfactory, because it is not entirely 
consistent with the character of Miss Woodward, and exposes her to 
the suspicion of insincerity, but this is the only flaw in the piece, 
which is admirable as what it professes to be, a study of temperament, 
and is otherwise extremely skilful in construction. All the incidents 
are reasonable and logical, the characters are true to life, and the dia- 
logue is of uncommonly good quality. A better play of its class has 
not been presented here in years, and there is not a line of offence in 
it from beginning toend. Moreover it is excellently acted. Mr. John 
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Drew, in spite of a little farcical exaggeration in places, plays Parbury 
with much skill, ‘and Miss Ida Conquest is excellent in almost every 
way as the Secretary. Miss Irving, Arthur Byron, Harry Harwood, 
and Frank Lamb complete a small but efficient cast. The success, 
both of the play and the representation, was emphatic.

Education in China * 


AT the pleasant and thriving little town of Nan-pu, which produces a 
very white salt, the mandarin was polite, and sent four gaily uniformed 
soldiers with me, who, however, shortly turned themselves into rather 
shabby civilians, showing, as on several other occasions, that the love 
of mufti is not confined tg English officers. ‘The mandarin’s secretary 
asked if I would like to see anything in Nan-pu. I could think of 
nothing in the little quiet trading town, but for the sake of politeness 
I said I should like to see a school. 

My men were at their midday meal, but bearers were provided, and 
I was soon deposited in the courtyard of an unpretending building, 
followed by a great crowd, which was kept from pressing on me by the 
mandarin’s “‘ lictors.’’ The schoolroom contained several tables, some 
heavy benches, a teacher’s chair, a number of “‘ ink-stones,’’ and thirty- 
three boys, from the ages of seven,up to fourteen, who were all learn- 
ing to read and write. 

Near the roof a Confucian tablet, surrounded by inscribed strips of 
red paper, stood in a niche, and on one side of the schoolroom there 
was a life-size figure of the God of Literature, with a wooden box half 
full of ashes in front, in which some incense sticks were smouldering. 
The teacher was a kindly-looking old man in conventional goggles. 
He had probably repeatedly failed to pass his literary examinations, 
and being unfit for manual labor, had become a pedagogue. He held 
something very like ‘‘ taws’’ in his hand, but his pupils had no whole- 
some awe of him. 

The boys were writing when I went in, ¢. ¢., tracing printed ideo- 
graphs placed below thin paper with brushes filled with Chinese ink, 
which they rubbed on the ink-stones as required. The teacher went 
round, pointing out faults, and showing them how to hold their pens. 

After this they studied, as everywhere in the East, aloud, shouting 
their lessons at the top of very inharmonious voices, an audible as- 
surance relied upon to convince the teacher that they were giving full 
attention to their tasks. As soon as any boy had mastered his lesson, 
he came up to the master and stood with his back towards him while 
he recited, so that the master might be sure that he was not glancing 
at the book which he held in his own hand. Mispronunciations were

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corrected. What I saw constitutes education in such a school, together 
with formal instruction in proprieties: bowing before the tablet of 
Confucius on entering the room, saluting the teacher, etc. Such a 
school may be called a primary school, and the larger proportion of 
scholars never go any farther. In villages and small towns the parents 
pay from three to six dollars a year to the teacher, to which are added 
small presents of food at stated intervals. The hours are long—from 
sunrise till ten and from eleven till five. Evening schools are occasion- 
ally opened for those who are occupied in the day. A pedagogue 
must be a man of good repute, ‘‘ grave, learned, and patient,’’ and 
well acquainted with the Chinese classics. 

The monotonous reading and writing lessons and the tedium of 
memorizing unmeaning sounds are continued for about two years, and 
when the pupils have become familiar with a few thousand forms and 
sounds, then the actual work of teaching begins; and the pedagogue, 
with the help of a commentary, explains the meaning of the words one 
by one, taking due care that they are all understood. 

This system, as pursued in the humble school at Nan-pu, is the 
basis of that vast fabric of education which has made China for two 
thousand years what she is, and has produced among the Chinese a 
greater veneration for letters than exists in any country on earth, let- 
ters and literary degrees, absolutely apart from the accidents of birth 
and wealth, being the only ladder by which a man, be he the son of 
prince or peasant, can attain official employment, honors, and emolu- 
ments, China being in fact the most truly democratic country in the 
world. 

It is easy to laugh at an education which for boys of all ranks con- 
sists solely in the knowledge of the ancient Chinese classics, and there 
is no doubt that it stunts individuality, belittles genius, fosters conceit, 
and produces incredible grooviness. But, on the other hand, there is 
no education, unless it might be one strictly Biblical, which furnishes 
the memory with so much wisdom for common life, and so many noble 
moral maxims. Whatever of righteousness, virtuous domestic life, 
filial virtue, charity, propriety, and just dealing exists among the 
Chinese—and they do exist—is owed to the permeation of the whole 
race by the teaching of the classics.* 

The six school books (classics in themselves) which are introduc- 
tory to the study of the classics are: the ‘‘ Trimetrical Classic,’’ ar- 
ranged in 178 double lines, the first of which contains the much-disputed 
doctrine, ‘‘ Men at their birth are by nature radically good.’’ It in- 
culcates filial and fraternal duties, and much besides, as the following 
extract shows: ‘* Mutual affection of father and son; concord of man 
and wife; the older brother’s kindness, the younger one’s respect; 
order between seniors and juniors; friendship among associates; on 
the prince's part regard, on the minister’s true loyalty; these ten moral

liams’s invaluable volume, ‘* The Middle m,” should be read by everyone who takes more than 
a merely superficial or or commercial interest in China, 
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duties are forever binding among men.’’ This classic concludes with 
a number of fascinating incidents and motives for learning taken from 
the lives of ancient sages and statesmen. If a boy never goes farther 
than this, his memory is stored with excellent examples and principles. 

The second book is the ‘‘ Century of Surnames.’’ The third is 
unique in the world, the ‘‘ Millenary, or Thousand Character Classic,”’ 
which consists of exactly one thousand characters, no two of which are 
alike-in meaning or form. It treats of many important subjects, and, 
like the ‘‘ Trimetrical Classic,’’ abounds in praises of virtue and ex- 
hortations.to rectitude. Its text is absolutely familiar to all the peo- 
ple, and a Christian preacher who shows himself acquainted with it is 
sure of an interested audience. 

The fourth school classic is called ‘‘ Odes for Children,’’ and 
contains thirty-four stanzas of fcur lines each, chiefly in praise of 
literary life, such as this: 


‘* It is of the utmost importance to educate children; 
Do not say that your families are poor, 
For those who can handle well the pencil [pen], 
Go where they will, need never ask for favors.’’ 


In all the school classics many examples are given of intelligent youths 
entering on life without advantages, who, by application, virtuous con- 
duct, and industry, have raised themselves to the highest offices in the 
empire. 

The fifth school classic is the ‘‘ Canons of Filial Duty,’’ a book of 
1903 characters only, purporting to be a report of a conversation be- 
tween the Great Teacher (Confucius) and Tsang Tsan, a disciple. 
Whether it is actually what the Chinese believe it to be or not, its in- 
fluence has been and is enormous, extending unweakened through a 
period of many centuries, and laying by its principles and maxims the 
foundations of the social order which prevails, not only in China, but 
in Japan and Korea. This paramount teaching begins with the sen- 
tence, ‘‘ Filial duty is the root of virtue, and the stem from which in- 
struction in the moral principle springs.’’ It contains an axiom which 
has great weight: ‘‘ With the same love that they [scholars] serve 
their fathers, they should serve their mothers.’’ Many books have 
been written to illustrate these Canons, one a toy book, ‘* The Twenty- 
four Filials,’’ containing twenty-four quaint and delightful stories of 
filial devotion. This is a most popular collection of tales, and the ex- 
amples, embroidered on satin, or painted on silk, or coarsely daubed 
on paper, are to be seen everywhere.* 

The sixth and last is the ‘‘ Siao Hioh,”’ or ‘‘ Juvenile Instructor,”’ 
a book whose influence is estimated as enormous. It has had fifty 
commentators, one of whom writes of it, ‘‘ We confide in the ‘ Siao 
Hioh ’ as we do in the gods, and revere it as we do our parents.’’ It 
is in two books, divided into twenty chapters and 385 short sections. 
* A translation of these is given in the “‘ Chinese Repository” (vol. vi., p. 131). 
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The first book treats of the elementary principles of education, of the 
duties we owe to ourselves in regard to demeanor, dress, food, and 
study, and of the duties which we owe to our kindred, rulers, and 
fellow-men, and it gives illustrative examples of the good results of 
obeying these maxims, taken from ancient history as far down as B.c. 
249! 

The second book seems somewhat of a commentary on the first, or 
an elaboration of it. It gives a collection of virtuous and wise sayings 
of great men who lived after B.c. 200, and these are followed by a 
number of examples of conduct in distinguished persons, showing the 
effect of good principles and the advantage of following the teachings 
of the first book. The most elaborate rules of etiquette are laid down 
with a view of promoting mutual reverence, and the Chinaman of to-day 
receives his guests at his outer door and conducts them, with the most 
careful attention to elaborate rules of precedence, through courts and 
up flights of steps to his guest-hall, he and they moving their feet and 
accepting or declining attention in slavish accordance with the rules of 
the ancient classic. , 

The Chinese of to-day, in thought, action, and etiquette, are the 
product of these school books. I see no possibility of spontaneity so 
long as education is so/e/y on these lines. In reading the translations 
of these classics, in spite of a certain insistence upon trifles, and per- 
haps of exaggeration of unimportant points, I have been enormously 
impressed by their admirable moral teaching as a whole. Virtue is in- 
culcated by precept and example on every page, and with the solemn 
sanctions of antiquity. Deficiencies there are, but there is not a single 
thing in this curriculum which a man ought not to be the better for 
learning, or one thing which it would be desirable for him to forget. 
If he is unable to go farther, he is possessed of what may be called the 
kernel of the best literature of his country, and his national feeling is 
fostered by the fact that the noble truths and examples impressed on 
his mind are not of foreign origin, but have originated within the 
frontiers of the Middle Kingdom. The missionaries show at once 
their appreciation of the ‘‘ Chinese Classics,’’ as well as a judicious 
desire to conserve Chinese nationality and keep the pathway to official 
employment open, by giving great prominence to this classical teaching 
in their schools. 

“* Villages had their schools, and districts their academies,’’ says 
the ‘‘ Book of Rites ’’ (B.c. 1200), and I looked with reverence on the 
dirty, cobwebby walls of the little private school at Nan-pu as their 
historical successor. i 

I asked the teacher how many of his thirty-three pupils were likely 
to go on with their education and compete at the examinations, and he 
replied, ‘‘ Three,’’ holding up three fingers, on one of which was a 
carefully tended nail an inch and a half long, that there might be no 
mistake. The parents of the pupils were poor, and would not be able 
to keep them at school for more than three years at the outside, while 
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shopkeepers, farmers, and country gentlemen would not keep them 
there more than five years unless they meant to go on to the literary 
examinations. In the case of these well-to-do persons, several families 
living in the same street hire a well-qualified teacher at a stipulated 
salary to teach their boys, and the instruction is given in light, well- 
aired rooms. In such a school as I spent an hour in, the teacher pro- 
vides and furnishes the room according to the number and position of 
his pupils. On a boy entering a school he receives his shu-ming, or 
‘* book name,’’ by which he is known during his future life. 

If I have conveyed what I wish to convey, clearly, it will be evident 
that Chinese education in the primary schools is limited to the teaching 
of virtue, duty, and etiquette. There is no provision for developing 
the intellectual powers, nor has general learning any place.. There is 
a complete want of symmetry in the mental training, but if it fails to 
form broad and well-balanced minds, it must be admitted that the ex- 
aggeration is in the best direction in which distortion could occur.

‘‘The Races of Europe’’ * 


Tuis volume, its author tells us, is the outgrowth of a course of 
lectures on physical geography and anthropology delivered before the 
Lowell Institute in 1896. As regards its aim and substance, he repre- 
sents it as ‘‘ merely an honest effort to codrdinate, illustrate, and 
interpret the vast mass of original material’’ collected mainly by 
European scholars. ‘‘ An earnest attempt,’’ he says, ‘‘ has been 
made to bring this abundant store of raw material into some sort of 
orderly arrangement, and at the same time to render it accessible to 
future investigators along the same lines.’’ These statements accurately 
characterize the book, though in disclaiming originality so emphati- 
cally Professor Ripley is unjust to himself. Each page bears witness 
to his independence of thought and observation. 

In selecting the ethnology of Europe as the subject of an essay of 
this kind, Professor Ripley has, it must be admitted, made an ambi- 
tious choice. Not only is Europe, as he says, ‘‘ the continent of all 
others wherein social phenomena have attained their highest and most 
complex development,’’ but it is also the one upon whose ethnological 
problems the greatest amount of learning and ingenuity have been ex- 
pended. Moreover the extraordinary abundance and variety of the 
material which the statistician, the philologist, and the archeologist 
have placed at the disposal of the student of European man vastly er- 
hance the difficulty of his task. To gain a practical mastery of these 
innumerable data, to draw from them legitimate conclusions, and to 
harmonize the often conflicting results of the various contributory

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sciences demand immense industry and consummate skill; while to 
pass safely through the whirlpool of contending theories requires a 
‘* Delian swimmer ’’ indeed. It is high praise, therefore, to say that 
from every point of view this volume justifies Professor Ripley in his 
choice of a theme. It is not only a thoroughly satisfactory guide to 
the study of the special field which it was designed to cover, but it is 
also the best book, in English, that can be offered to the layman who 
desires to obtain a general knowledge of the problems, methods, and 
tendencies of ethnological science as a whole. 

To review a work of such magnitude in detail is, of course, impos- 
sible. We can refer only to the author’s treatment of one subject, to 
which one naturally turns as a test of the quality of his work—namely, 
that suggested by the title of the book. The most important conclu- 
sion of recent European ethnology—the supreme result of its analysis 
of the statistical and archzological data—is the substitution for the 
single ‘‘ white’’ European type of Linnzeus (Homo Europaus albus) of at 
least three distinct racial types or races. In the acceptance of this most 
revolutionary and far-reaching of conclusions all advanced ethnologists 
are agreed. It must be admitted, however, that the simple and, to 
the lay mind, apparently convincing way in which this theory is some- 
times presented corresponds but little to the facts. On the contrary, 
the details of the evidence upon which it rests are in the highest degree 
complex and conflicting, and the proof of it is as subtle and elusive as 
any in the whole range of science. In fact, to attempt to educe from 
the seemingly complete confusion of individual and local variations in 
the inextricably mixed populations of Europe any stable combinations 
of physical traits that may stand for inherited racial types, appears at 
first sight an utterly hopeless task. ‘‘In no other part of the world 
save modern America is such an amalgamation of various peoples to 
be found. History, and archeology long before history, show us a 
continual picture of tribes appearing and disappearing, crossing and re- 
crossing in their migrations, assimilating, dividing, colonizing, con- 
queéring, and being absorbed ’’ (p. 107). If ever a condition of affairs 
existed in which primitive racial distinctions must be completely ob- 
literated, it would seem to be this. And in reality, to quote Professor 
Ripley again, ‘‘ experience proves that the vast majority of the popu- 
lation of this continent shows evidence of crossing, so that in general 
we cannot expect that more than a third of the people will be marked 
by the simplest combination of traits. . . . If we seek to adda 
third characteristic, say the shape of the head, to a normal combina- 
tion of hair and eyes, we find the proportion of pure types combining 
all three traits in a fixed measure to be very small indeed. Imagine a 
fourth trait, stature, or a fifth, nose, to be added, and our proportion 
of pure types becomes almost infinitesimal.’’ Nevertheless it is true 
that by fixing the attention upon such relatively stable traits as the 
cephalic index and by the proper manipulation and analysis of statisti- 
cal data the traces of certain distinct primitive types do seem unques- 
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tionably to be brought out, and the demonstration of this fact must be 
reckoned among the triumphs of modern science. In Professor Ripley’s . 
discussion of this three-race doctrine—a doctrine of which his whole 
book is a defence—the subject is treated for the first time, in all its 
aspects, in a thoroughly satisfactory way. The essential difficulties of 
the question—as is indicated by the above quotations—are clearly and 
forcibly stated; the character and correct interpretation of the evidence 
are distinctly grasped, and the determining factors of the problem are 
sharply brought out; while the facts and arguments are so well ordered 
that even the lay reader can appreciate the scientific weight of the con- 
clusions. Of the many striking passages which might be quoted, the 
following, in which the modern evolutionary idea of race which under- 
lies the whole discussion is stated, is of especial interest: 


‘* Far be it from us to assume that these three races of ours ever, in 
the history of mankind, existed in absolute purity or isolation from one 
another. As soon might the branch grow separate and apart from the 
parent oak. No sooner have environmental influences, peculiar habits 
of life, and artificial selection commenced to generate distinct varieties 
of men from the common clay; no sooner has heredity set itself to per- 
petuating these, than chance variation, migration, intermixture, and 
changing environments, with a host of minor dispersive factors, begin 
to efface this constructive work. Racial upbuilding and demolition, 
as we have said, have ever proceeded side by side. Never is the per- 
fect type in view, while it is always possible. ‘ Race,’ says Topinard, 

‘in the present state of things is an abstract conception, a notion of 
continuity in discontinuity, of unity in diversity. It is the rehabilita- 
tion of a real but directly unattainable thing.’ In this sense alone do 
we maintain that there are three ideal racial types in Europe to be dis- 
tinguished from one another. They have often dissolved in the com- 
mon population; each particular trait has gone its own way; so that at 
the present time rarely, if indeed ever, do we discover a single indi- 
vidual corresponding to our racial type in every detail. ‘It exists for 
us nevertheless.”’
